[Explained by a Food Scientist.}

THE MUI-TSAI 
QUESTION. 


We are witnessing at the moment 
na determined movement against 
slavery in all its forms. Liberia 
has recently come under notice, and 
there have been suggestions made 
that conditions in Abyssinia are 
also deserving of attention, The 
prevalence of slavery in China is 
also being commented upon in cir- 
cles anxious to free humanity from 
serfdom, [n these circumstances, 
it ts not surprising that the Hong- 
kong mui-tsai question should con- 
tinue to be kept in mind by indivi- 
duals and organisations in Eng- 
land Jong associated with the eam- 

.| paiien against the abuses of the sys- 
tem. _Lieut.-Comdr. and — Mrs. 

Haslewood have taken the lead in 
this movement, and they have sue- 
ceeded in enlisting the support and 
sympathy of many others, notably 
Lady Simon, who had some rather 
outspoken observations concerping: 
Hongkong in her recent book on 
dlavery. Her husband, Sir John 
Simon, has now taken up the cud- 
gels on behalf of the mtai-fxai, as- 
serting that, despite the efforts 
made on behalf, of these servant 
wirls, there exists in Hongkong 1 
condition under which children are 
attached to employers under cir- 
cumatances indistinguishable from 
slnvery. 

To the extent that the evila of 
the moei-tead system cannot he suf- 
ficiently combated except by a more 
rigorous enforcement of thé spirit 
of the existing law, we are prepared 
to endorse Sir John Simon's strie- 
tures. It is true that the Inw re- 
quires the registration of sui-teai 
who were in the, Colony at the time 
the Ordinance came into force, and 
that it js an offence to bring any 
new mui-laai into the Colony, It is 
also made clear in the Ordinance 
that mii-tsai are not the property of. 
their employers, -that they can dlaim 
the right of release, and that they 
are entitled to remuneration: But 
it is one thing to’ pass a law and 


quite’ another to-sée that it's en- 


forced. Despite the very pointed 
intimation by Lord Pasatield, at the 
time the Ordinance was brought in” 
to being, that: the Imperial Govern- 
ment would not tolerate’ any per- 
{functory application of the law, the 
fact remnina that the position has 
jnot been very materially altered 
since the evil became the subject of 
legisintion: Mere registration of 
mut-tgat cannot be regarded as in 
any way sufficient; Indecd, without 
aystemnatic inspection and control, 
it can amount to very little.

Sufficient has been quoted to show 
how the public at Home is being 
kept fully informed of the facts as 
they apply to the mri-tsai system In 
Hongkong. The campaign aims at 
the registration of so-culled adopted 
daughters, followed by systematic 
inspection control and remunera- 
tlon, the appointment of women to 
assist in this work, and, in cases 
where it Is found that the conditions 
under which a child lives entall suf- 
fering and neglect, that proper ac- 
commodation be provided, as is done 
in all well-organised communities. 
These demands certainly square 
with the intentions of the law, 
which js ut present far from being 
adequately enforced. It is obvious 
that there is a very considerable 
body of public opinion at Home 
which is determined that there shall, 
be no half-hearted enforcement of 
the law.

Local Prices. 


{To The Editor of Hongkong 
Telegraph.) Ss 


Sir,—On Friday last, the morning 
papers published particulars of the 
increased duties on liquors and to- 
buecos. The same evening, I was 
informed at one of the best known 
of the compradore shops in Kowloon 
that all prices had been advanced. 
The shop was exceedingly well 
stocked with drinks and tobaccos,. 
and the foki who served me cheer- 
fully admitted that duty had been 
paid on the lot at the old rate— 
and the probabilities are that the 
shop would have further atocks in 
a godown, also duty paid. 

I believe, from remarka that I 
have heard, that this shop.is by no, 
means alone in its action, .and 
while, perhaps, the official view may 
be that the shopkeepers are entitled 
to squeeze the public on luxuries, 
surely that carmot be the Govern- 
ment attitude with regard to neces- 
saries. There is, 1 understand, # 
considerable manipulation of prices 
te cover drops in exchange, ic. 
prices purchased at a given cx-" 
change ure incrensed on 2 drop, and 
sometimes even, prices of local pro- 
duce. are similarly increased, the 
ditference being so much additional 
profit for the storckeepers. One 
efin rest assured that should a sub- 
stantial rise In exchange take place 
(0 most unltkely event!), this prin- 
ciple would not be followed to its 
logical conclusion by reducing prices 
of commoditica in ‘atock. . .

nfortunately, their overhead is 
often such a8 to, preclude-even: their 
norm! ‘prices being ‘within. the 
pockets of the majority of Hong+ 
kong’s, residents. . * 

As considerable fluctuation in ex- 
chaitge must be anticipated, I. sug- 
rest, in the general intorest, ‘It is 
high time tHat. some sort of con- 
trol over prices was exercised. At 
Home, thero are Consumers’ Coun- 
cile appointed bly the Government, 
and if we had the same sort of: or- 
ganisation here, with power to listen 
to‘complaints, compel the production 
of books, and on cause being proved, 
power to inflict fines and publish 
particulars in the locn! press, then 
a moat beneficial influence would be

It fa the hushed and magical pre-

The other . reason why I shall 
never seoff at those who use this 
phrase ig merely because it is old 
and familiar.

thening days, you might be quite 
brilliant at the expense of the 
laws of Nature, but you would 
never move me as I am moved by 
that simple phrase, which has been 
whispered by countless genera- 
tions since speech began. 


That ig why I Hike these old 
cliches. I cannot understand, for 
example, why youths and maidens 
should wrinkle their noses so con- 
temptuously when aged relatives 
say to them “the Inst time I saw 
you, you were so high.” I know 
that lots of bores do say this, but 
lots of agreeable people sny it too. 
And when they say it, they are in- 
dicating a kindly interest which,

It would probably he quite pos- 
sible for them, if they wished to 
be original, to say “the last time 
I saw you, you were 2 curiously 
lonthsome child with a sniflly nose.

During all these years, every 
phase of the Club's Ife and 
netivittes could be punctuated with 
the name of Mr. Kent, he having 
acted in every capacity—on the 
Committee, Club member, ani 
Chatrman, The apeaker went 
on to say that Mr. Kent had 
wiven oan excellent example— 
he ‘had ‘shone in sport and 
also as a public servant. Join- 
ing the Force as a constable in 1898 
he had risen to the rank of Assis- 
Mant Superintendent, to which rank 
ke was appointed in 1928. We had 
so served as 2 Stores Officer and 
in thin capacity he had acted as a 
model for any A.S.P.'s They were 
pleased to conyritulate Mr. Kent 
upon the bestowal of the King's, 
Police Medal. To Mr, Kent they 
owed a debt of deep yratitude, He 
has set an example the younger mon 
mijcht, well follow—keen and active 
in sport, ag well as a.keen and usc. 
ful public servant, Starting at the 
bottom of the ladder he has risen 
to the top, being one of three others 
who have started as constables and
